THE OYSTER SHELL BARK LOUSE, 


A render of these notes brings us n 


twig from an apple tree quite badly 
infected with a scale which Is gray in 
color, a little wider than tho body of 
n pin nnd about an eighth of an inch 
long. These scales are scattered thick 
on tho small limbs nnd, our friend 
says, have practically killed several 
young trees, hnvlng been nt work,for 
the past two or three years. This 
scale is the protective covering of the 
oyster shell bark louse, which is safe 
beneath it and Is able to suck the 
juices of the. bark unmolested. While 
It is n pest tint docs not spread in nn 
orchard with great rapidity. It is nev- 
ertheless one thnt should be combat- 
ted vigorously. .The best sprny to use 
Is the lime-sulphur, which may be ap- 
plied In tb3 fall after the leaves have 
fallen or in the early spring before 
they start. One can buy good commer- 
cial lime-sulphur in quantity desired 
6r make it at home. 
For- n small 


amount bring live gallons of water to 
n boil, preferably iu an iron receptnclq, 
and add five pounds of fresh stone 
lime and about.three nnd three-fourths 
pounds of flouri of sulphur, the.latter 
being made into a paste by, mixing 
with a small amount of water. This 
solution should be boiled for about an 
hour, or until a clear liquid results. U 
should then be diluted to about twelve 
gallons nnd applied when warm to 
trees already infected and others In 
tlie same tract A less effective solu- 
tion for immediate use while the trees 
nre in lenf is the kerosene emulsion, 
made by dissolving a pound of soap 
in n gallon of hot water and adding 
thereto while still warm two gallons 
of kerosene. This should be stirred nnd 
churned until n cream emulsion re- 
sults, which before using should bo di- 
iuted iu about twelve gallons of water. 
In spraying the trees especial cnre 
should be taken to see that all parts 
of the tree are covered, so that the de- 
struction of the pest will be complete.
